He simply assumed that you agreed with him on that point —as all right- 
minded people are agreed on certain matters. And, of course, he rather 
discouraged conversation on the theme. Perhaps it was not exactly wrong 
to talk about it; but it-was in bad taste. Sacred subjects ought not to 
be touched in the way-of idle chat. And as he knew that you, being a 
proper sort of person, and a good citizen, were of the same mind with 
him, what was the use of idle chat? But you were not of the same 
mind with hit)—you had*your doubts about the tariff. Ah, there was 
where the out-and-out, dyed-in-the-wool protectionist came out strong! 
Did he argue theé,matter with you? Did he try to lead you to the light; 
to resolve your doubts; to make the everlasting truth clear to your 
darkened mind? Not he!

He turned from you in silence. He was shocked, grieved, pained. 
Perhaps he was severe in his manner; perhaps he was only contemptu- 
ously pitiful. But he made you understand that he was disappointed in 
you; that he was conscious of a blot upon your character; that he could 
never trust you again; that he knew that there was something wrong in 
your moral make-up, some ineradicable stain of viciousness. He let you 
see that, in his eyes, you had committed, or offered to commit sacrilege. 
It was better to say no more; to change the subject. . If it were pursued, 
he might only discover some further flaw in your character. Perhaps you 
might be an anarchist in secret. Perhaps you believed in free love. ‘‘Re- 
markable weather for this time of year!” he would say: ‘‘it must be 
doing the crops a deal of good.”” And then he would sigh unobtrusively, 
as the thought occurred to him that perhaps you did n’t care whether your 
country’s crops were ripe or rotten, ;

This is a remarkably effective method of imposing an ided upon the 
community. The mere assumption of such a tone does much more than 
argument to make the doubter feel that, even if he is not wrong, he must 
be unpopular if he voices his doubt. There are thousands of people in 
this country who talk of a man’s leg and a woman’s limb, when they mean 
the same member. And it takes only a few such “prurient prudes” to 
establish the custom among many persons who ought to know—who do 
know better. You are aware: of the fact that it is hideously vulgar to say 
that Mrs, Jones fell down and broke her limb, when you mean that she 
fell down and broke her leg; but you know that if you say ‘‘leg,”’ cer- 
tain persons will be shocked, and wi.! look shocked, and that nobody will 
have the courage to rebuke’ them for their nasty niceness —and, unless 
you are strong-minded, you say limb and think leg. 


* ° * 

It is on this weakness of human nature that our old protectionist 
friend relies, and not in vain. He wants a protective tariff, you will find, 
because it protects him. He owns, let us say, a copper mine in the 
Northwest. Of course he wishes to have foreign competition taxed — 
not necessarily because he could not compete on equal terms. He could 
—and he did—ship all his copper to Europe, undersell the Europeans 
in their own market, and leave the United States to get its own copper 


back from European holders at their price — and pay duty on it. This is 
not an illustration for the sake of argument —it is a disgraceful truth. 
That is just what our copper men have done — just what might be done 
in fifty other protected industries. It is no wonder that the copper men 
should have a deeply religious feeling about the tariff’ But why should 
you, when you buy your copper kettle at an Englishman’s price, plus an 
American duty — why should you have a religious feeling about the tariff?

Really, a great part of the strength of the protectionists has lain in 
their assumption of this attitude. They have taken the ground that the 
high protective tariff is an institution whose justice and beneficence it were 
impious to question, They have shut off inquiry and argument by what 
the American poker-player calls a ‘‘bluff.””, But President Cleveland, with 
a stern and cruel disregard of their feelings, has told Congress and the 
country that the tariff needs revision; and the magic spell is broken. Men 
are talking and inquiring, and learning truths that it was never intended 
that they should know — such truths, for instance, as this: that protection 
protects less than one million out of the seventeen-and-a-half millions of 
our industrial population— and taxes all the seventeen-and-a-half mil- 
lions, There are many more interesting facts like these, and while it may 
shock the protectionists, there are many over-taxed citizens who will re- 
joice to hear them talked over on the street, in the counting-house and in 
the workshop. 

* _ * 

Perhaps when the millennium is come, men will be able to divorce 
their politics from their personal interests. At present, such a state of 
affairs is beyond what we can expect. Somewhat over a year ago a statis- 
tical youth who represented large property interests on the West side of 
this city horrified his wealthy lard-holding relatives by becoming an en- 
thusiastic Georgeite. Had he gene back on all the principles of his early 
training and was he sacrificing his worldly prospects for the benefit of a 
principle? No. He had merely by careful calculation satisfied himself 
that George’s proposed re-adjustment of land taxation would, owing to 
their peculiar situation, increase the net income from the family’s lands 
and buildings. Does any one suppose that the bulk of our manufacturers 
would not become prohibitionists for as good a reason? But why do not 
the above-mentioned sixteen-and-a-half millions of our industrial popu- 
lation have something to say about ¢hezr personal interests? Wait until 
next November and sec.

N ATLANTIC WEATHER. 


THE WEATHER SEASON has set in with its usual 
severity, and the man who can not, without 
the aid of a telescope, see such weather as 
was never seen before, has fled into the north- 
western corner of Manitoba, where weather 
is manufactured from the raw material. 

There is going to be trouble in this great 
and glorious world of ours before long, owing 
to the crescendo effect in which the weather 
conditions of the globe are indulging; ‘and if 
we don’t contrive to stand from under, there 
is going to be a cyclonic Wagnerian crash, 
Every year the weather grows worse, especial- 
ly on the Atlantic ocean. Mr, W. Clark 
Russell, in one of his novels, describes a storm 

that took place on the ocean in 1801, in this manner: 

“‘But though the first rage of the storm was terrible enough, its fierce- 
ness did not come to its height till about one o’clock in the middle watch, 
Long before then the sea had grown mountainous, and the dance of our 
egg-shell of a brig upon it was sickening and affrighting." The heads of 
the Andean peaks of water looked tall enough to brush the lowering soot 
off the heavens with the blue and yellow phosphoric fires which sparkled 
ghastly amid the burning froth. Bodies of foam flew like the flashings of 
pale sheet lightning through our rigging and over us, and a dreadful 
roaring of mighty surges in mad career, and battling as they ran, rose out 
of the sea to deepen yet the thunderous bellowing of the hurricane on high. 
No man could show himself on deck and preserve his life.” 

Now I submit, modestly, but hopefully, that this was pretty tough 
weather. So of course I looked around for the usual port of entry decla- 
ration, and I found it. Mr. Russell says: ‘‘I had used the ocean for 10 
years, but never had I encountered anything suddener or fiercer in the 
form of weather than this.” 

Of course he had n’t, because the weather is all the time growing 
worse on the ocean. You think that’s strange, do you? Well, do you 
ever read the daily papers? Oh, you do! Well, do you ever read the 
remarks of the captains of incoming vessels? Go to, Aminadab; go to, 
and tackle the same! 

Every one of them has been through the worst storm he has seen in 
from 10 to 40 years’ experience, The last statement I ran across was this 
in The Times: 

“‘There was nothing monotonous about the passage across the 
Atlantic which the Ztruréa ended yesterday. * * * The weather had a 
good deal to do with it, and Capt. Cook, who is a very truthful seaman, 
declared that he never before witnessed such weather, and so much of it, 
though he has been crossing the Atlantic a trifle of 37 years.” 

Now, Aminadab, do you remember the famous ocean race between 
the Coronet and Dauntless last March? And do you re- 
member that on March 17, St, Patrick’s Day, the Coronet 
was hove to under a double reefed fore-trysail in a hurricane 

‘rated at 100 miles an hour, and the Dauntless 
was obliged to scud under bare poles? And do 
you also recall the fact that on reaching Queens- 
town, Capt. Samuels, who had ~~ 
been a skipper for 35 years, 4 | y 
said he had never crossed the 
Atlantic in such weather? 

You do remember all that! 
But do you also remember that 
on that same St. Patrick’s Day 
the Etruria was compelled to 
heave to and proceed at the 
rate of five knots an hour? Oh, 
you had forgotten that! But 
J did n’t. Neither, of course, 
has Capt. Cook, So when he 
says the weather on his last 
voyage was the worst he ever 
saw, he speaks by the card, as 
it were. Now, if the weather 
of March 17 was Capt. Samu- 
els’s worst in 35 years, and this 
recent dose of Capt, Cook’s 
was his worst in 37, how much 
worse it must have been than 
that of St. Patrick’s Day! And 
yet March is supposed to have 
a corner on hurricanes on the 
North Atlantic,

grown so much worse in the 
last 40 years, it must be sev- 
eral times as bad as it was in 
that storm of 1801 that Mr,

The All-Night Dance in Which “Ole Virginia 
Never Tires.” 


| A writer in the American Magazine gives a very felici- 
| tous description of a dancing party in the sparsely settled 
portion of Virginia. 

These parties are events of great importance, drawing 
friends and acquaintances for many miles around. They 
| will come, perhaps from distant counties, a day’s journey 
| or more, to participate in the festivities. 

The method of travel is ‘on horseback,” and as the 
roads are bad and frequently bridgeless, the journeying 
must be accomplished between ‘‘sun up” and dark. 
| This would be sufficient reason, if there were no other, 

for keeping up their merry-making through the entire 
| night, as is the universal custom. 

Old and young join in the dancing, which is only sus- 
pended for the hearty supper at midnight, and the * sweet 
supper” as it is called, of cakes, jellies, and tarts, which 
is furnished just before daybreak. 

A$ the sun rises the visitors mount their horses and 
start on their homeward journey, perhaps of many hours 
duration.
